Ic is known thar the Motion of Bodies Defcending 
by their own Gravicy is.accelerated; and it is de- 
monitrated that chis Celerity is Picportionate to 
ihe dimes from the beginning of the Defcent ; {o 
that uw, for Infiance, a Body Defcends 20 Foot ia 
the frft Second of Time, in the next Second it 
will acquire a double Celerity and muve 40 Foot :
